To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  District  in  1969,  Although  the  report  is  in  duplicated  form,  we 
have  endevoured  to  set  out  text  and  tables  in  easily  readable  form,  and 
I hope  it  will  prove  again  a useful  and  convenient  source  of  reference. 

The  estimated  mid  year  population  of  the  District  (22,640)  is 
fractionally  less  than  the  196P  estimate,  and  may  indicate  that  the  period 
of  rapid  growth  in  the  past  five  years  has  halted.  This  is  also  suggested 
by  the  fall  in  total  births,  at  413  a decrease  of  71  on  the  1968  total. 

The  crude  birth  rate  of  18.2  and  adjusted  rate  of  17.3  compare  with  a 
National  rate  of  16,3.  There  was  a slight  decrease  in  total  deaths  (252) 
giving  a crude  death  rate  of  11,1  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  13,3  to  compare 
with  a National  rate  of  11.9.  The  total  of  8 infant  deaths  is  2 less 
than  in  1968,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  19.0  to  compare  with  a 
National  rate  of  18,0,  As  indicated  in  my  previous  reports,  one  must 
excercise  great  caution  in  interpreting  annual  variations  in  statistical 
rates  in  a comparatively  small  population. 

While  fully  direct  comparison  is  not  possible  due  to  changes  in 
legislation  relating  to  notification  of  Infectious  Disease  in  1968,  there 
has  been  a substantial  reduction  in  notifications  in  1969,  due  principally 
to  the  lessened  prevalence  of  Measles.  It  would  however  be  premature  to 
claim  that  this  is  necessarily  the  result  of  Measles  vaccination  introduced 
in  1968.  During  1969,  there  had  to  be  a drastic  curtailment  in  the  Measles 
vaccination  programme  due  to  major  production  difficulties  and  the  with- 
drawal of  certain  large  batches  of  vaccine.  Unfortunately  we  are  again 
finding  that  parental  interest  in  securing  routine  immunisation  of  their 
children  appears  in  inverse  proportion  to  known  prevalence  of  serious 
notifiable  diseases  even  the  repeated  Poliomyelitis  panics  of  the  1950's 
have  been  forgotten  after  a decade  of  relative  freedom  from  this  disease. 

Housing  clearance  in  the  District  proceeded  by  the  representation 
of  51  houses  in  two  Clearance  Areas  and  4 individual  unfit  houses.  The 
Fir  Street  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  after  a Local  Public  Enquiry.  A total  of  58  new  proper- 
ties were  completed  in  the  District,  including  30  for  the  Local  Authority. 


The  Council  continued  to  make  progress  with  its  phased  programme 
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of  Smoke  Control,  and  at  31st  December,  1969,  over  4,900  premises  were 
included  in  eight  operative  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

During  the  year  there  was  extensive  conversion  of  Pail  Closets  and 
connections  of  flush  lavatories  to  the  Woodhouses  sewer,  but  the  problem 
of  acceptance  of  piggery  effluent  is  still  unsolved  and  the  Council  are 
still  negotiating  with  the  Mersey  and  Weaver  River  Board  regarding  drain- 
age of  such  effluent™ 

The  Council,  jointly  with  other  nearby  Authorities,  commissioned  a 
study  of  joint  Refuse  Disposal  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Local  Government 
Operational  Research  Unit™  The  unit  recommended  that  the  County  Borough  of 
Oldham  and  surrounding  County  Districts  should  proceed  with  a joint  inciner- 
ation scheme™  Unfortunately  a number  of  districts  have  since  expressed 
reservations  on  this,  and  it  is  likely  that  further  negotiations  will  be 
protracted™  There  is,  however,  no  immediate  problem  of  tipping  space  in 
Failswor th , 

While  the  project  is  not  the  direct  responsibility  of  this  Council, 
there  have  been  a further  series  of  delays  in  securing  the  new  generally 
accepted  site  for  the  new  Health  Centre  to  replace  Firs  Hall  Clinic  and 
provide  accommodation  for  a number  of  General  Practitioners  in  the  District, 
and  no  firm  starting  date  has  yet  been  fixed™ 

Although  perhaps  not  strictly  relevant  to  the  year  (1969)  under 
consideration,  I consider  it  essential  to  make  brief  reference  here  to  the 
publication  in  recent  months  of  the  three  inter-related  documents  - the 
second  Green  Paper  on  Reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service,  the 
White  Paper  on  Local  Government  Reorganisation  and  the  Social  Services 
Bill.  One  would  be  rash  to  forecast  what  final  forms  of  legislation  will 
finally  emerge  from  the  first  two  documents,  save  that  it  does  appear  that 
the  greater  part  of  present  environmental  health  services,  as  distinct 
from  personal  health  services,  are  likely  to  remain  with  Local  Authorities 
in  whatever  form  these  are  combined.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  present 
state  of  uncertainty  about  the  future  is  very  damaging  to  staff  morale,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  next  Government  will  lose  no  time  in  declaring  a 
firm  policy  in  these  matters™ 

Finally  I must  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Monks  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  continued  support  and  loyalty  during  the  year.  I must 
also  thank  all  concerned  in  the  Department  for  their  assistance  in  compiling 
this  report,

POLIOMYELITIS 


No  case  occurred  in  the  district  for  the  tenth  successive  year,  nor 
was  there  any  outbreak  in  surrounding  districts,  but,  with  the  virtual 
disappearance  of  poliomyelitis  as  an  endemic  disease,  there  has  been  a 
considerable  decline  in  public  interest  in  vaccination. 
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SMALLPOX 

With  only  some  25%  of  infants  receiving  routine  primary  vaccination, 
community  resistance  to  this  disease  is  totally  inadequate. 


MENINGITIS  (ACUTE) 

One  case  occurred  during  the  year. 


MEASLES 


There  was  an  appreciable  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  Measles 
during  the  year,  only  61  cases  being  notified  as  against  164  in  1968 
It  would  be  premature  to  regard  this  as  the  direct  result  of  limited 
introduction  of  Measles  vaccination. 


WHOOPING  COUGH 


During  the  year  no  case  was  notified.  As  mentioned  in  previous 
annual  reports,  this  disease  could  be  virtually  eliminated  if  parents 
secure  routine  immunisation  for  children  in  early  infancy, 

DYSENTERY 

Twenty-two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  but  there  was  no 
linked  outbreak.  It  is,  however,  necessary  to  emphasise  that,  because 
of  the  mild  nature  of  many  cases,  these  may  not  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Health  Department  via  General  Practitioners,  The  Disease, 
although  seldom  dangerous,  has  a considerable  nuisance  value,  especially 
in  nurseries  and  infant  schools. 

FOOD  POISONING 


No  case  was  notified  during  the  year.

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IMMUNISATION 


Ideally,  all  children  under  2 years  of  age  should  receive  immunisa- 
tion against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Measles 
and  Smallpox,  with  reinforcement  doses  at  recommended  intervals  B.C.G. 
Vaccine  (against  Tuberculosis)  is  recommended  to  older  children  (12  to  15 
years)  who  have  no  acquired  resistance  to  Tuberculosis. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  can  be  made  at  Firs  Hall  Clinic,  or 
with  General  Practitioners, 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the  Assistant  Divisional  Medical

DAY  NURSERIES 

There  are  two  day  nurseries,  one  of  37  place  accommodation  at 
Oldham  Road  and  one  of  50  place  accommodation  at  Totton  Road,  which  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council,  There  is  no  industrial  day 
nursery  now  open  in  the  District, 


AMBULANCE 


Ambulances  serving  the  District  are  based  at  Middleton,  Crompton 
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AMBULANCE  (CONTINUED) 


and  Ashton  ambulance  stations,  and  are  under  Radio  Control  from  Whitefield 
Ambulance  Control  Centre  (766  6666). 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


This  service  is  primarily  intended  to  provide  assistance  in  the 
home  where  necessary  because  of  illness,  infirmity  or  advanced  age. 
Applications  for  the  services  of  a Home  Help  should  be  made  to  the  Divis- 
ional Medical  Officer. 


HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 


Three  District  Nursing  Sisters,  Mrs.  M.  R„  Diggle,  17,  Wood  Street, 
Middleton  Junction  (643  6893),  Mrs.  E.  Hembrough,  2 Palin  Wood  Road, 
Seven-acres,  Delph  (Delph  816)  and  Mrs.  P.  A,  Mayrick,  Ballgrove  Cottage, 
Uppermill  (458  4924),  together  with  District  Nurses  (S.E.N.)  Mrs.  R„ 

Lucas,  80  Thomas  Street,  Lees,  (624  5668)  and  Mrs,  J.  Metcalf,  153  Old 
Road,  Failsworth  (681  2573)  are  routinely  employed  in  the  District.  A 
further  two  nurses  provide  relief  services  in  the  Division  generally,  and 
the  services  of  a Male  District  Charge  Nurse  are  available  if  required  in 
particular  cases. 


CONVALESCENCE 


The  Lancashire  County  Council  make  arrangements  for  certain 
categories  of  convalescent  patients  to  have  periods  at  convalescent 
homes  on  the  recommendation  of  the  general  practitioner.  Charges  are 
made  in  accordance  with  income  scales. 


UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN 


Provision  for  their  care  is  made  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
in  conjunction  with  Voluntary  Moral  Welfare  Organisations. 
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WELFARE  SERVICE 


The  Lancashire  County  Council  now  provide  eight  homes  for  the 
elderly.  Six  are  situated  within  the  Division  and  two  in  the  Oldham 
County  Borough. 

The  51  place  home,  ''Br lerf  ields"  , in  Brierley  Avenue,  Failsworth, 
was  opened  in  March,  1965.  There  is  currently  a long  waiting  list  for 
admission  to  such  residential  accommodation. 

The  statutory  services  comprising  health  visitors,  district  nurses, 
home  helps  and  laundry  service,  co-operate  with  the  voluntary  bodies 
providing  meals-on-wheels,  etc  , in  order  to  enable  old  people  to  continue 
living  in  their  own  homes. 


BLIND  WELFARE 

Statutory  services  for  the  Blind  have,  since  1st  January,  1969, 
been  provided  directly  by  the  County  Council.  The  Social  Welfare  Officer 
for  the  blind  is  based  at  the  Divisional  Health  Offices, 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  Chest  Clinic  is  situated  in  the  Oldham  and  District  General 
Hospital,  where  all  suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  referred.  X-ray 
facilities  are  available  at  the  Clinic. 


HOSPITAL  SERVICE 


There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Urban  District.  Residents  of 
Failsworth  requiring  hospital  care  are  normally  admitted  to  Oldham  or 
Manchester  hospitals.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee . 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting-  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  and  the  work  done  by  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  during-  1969. 

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  was  well  maintained  throug-hout  the 
year  with  only  occasional  delays  due  to  holidays  and  sickness. 

The  removal  of  bulky  refuse  has  been  made  from  885  premises,  but 
even  this  free  service  does  not  appear  to  deter  some  people  from  dumping 
rubbish  up  and  down  the  District.  This  latter  service  has  always  been 
dependent  on  the  number  of  men  available  for  the  normal  refuse  collection 
service  and  consequently  there  have  been  some  delays,  but  it  should  now 
be  considered  to  be  an  essential  part  of  the  refuse  collection  service 
with  sufficient  workmen  to  give  a reasonably  quick  service. 

However,  I feel  sure  that  more  people  could  use  the  facilities 
provided  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  for  depositing  rubbish  on  the  tip 
and  ease  the  amount  of  work  connected  with  this  service. 

The  conversions  of  pail  closets  to  fresh  water  closets  in  Woodhouses 
are  well  in  hand  and  at  the  end  of  1969  there  were  only  36  pail  closets 
remaining . 

The  Failsworth  No.  8 (Richmond  Road)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1968  came 
into  operation  on  1st  November,  1969  and  there  are  now  4,938  premises 
under  Smoke  Control.  Due  to  the  difficulty  in  connection  with  the  quantity 
of  supplies  of  smokeless  solid  fuel  the  making  of  the  Failsworth  No.  9 
(Clifton  Street)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1969,  was  delayed  and  the  suggested 
operative  date  post  dated  to  1st  July,  1971, 

If  smoke  control  is  not  to  fail,  it  is  essential  that  all  steps 
should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  sufficient  quantities  of  smokeless  fuels 
are  always  available.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


WATER  SUPPLY 


All  dwelling-houses  in  the  District  are  supplied  direct  from  water 
mains.  The  District  is  supplied  by  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board  and  Manchester 
Corporation . 

Twentythree  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacter iolog-ical  exam- 
ination by  the  Water  Undertaking's.  All  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Some  complaints  are  still  being  received  regarding  low  water  pressure 
due  to  silting  up  of  the  service  pipes  to  the  houses.  The  responsibility 
xor  maintaining  these  pipes  is  the  owner’s. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  River  Medlock  adjoins  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Centre,  and 
receives  the  sewage  effluent.  It  flows  along  the  South-East  border  of  the 
District.  On  the  opposite  boundary  of  the  District  is  the  Moston  Brook,  which 
flows  into  the  River  Irk. 

A smaller  brook,  named  Lord’s  Brook,  flows  into  the  Medlock,  and 
another  small  stream  occurs  near  the  Cemetery. 


SEWERAGE  AND DRAINAGE 

All  drains  are  examined  before  being  covered  in,  and  smoke  or  water 
tests  applied  where  applicable, 

The  sewers  in  the  district  are  partly  brick  and  partly  pipe.  Most 
of  the  storm  water  finds  its  way  into  the  sewers.  They  are  periodically 
flushed  and  are  ventilated  by  open  manholes  and  gratings.  House  drains 
are  well  trapped  and  soil  pipes  are  properly  ventilated.  The  sewage  is 
treated  at  the  Council’s  Water  Pollution  Control  Centre  which  has  been 
reconstructed.  The  dry-weather  flow  of  sewage  exceeds  1,750,000  gallons 
per  day . 


Lord’s  Brook  which  flows  through  F'ailsworth  and  joins  the  River 
Medlock  is  seriously  polluted  before  entering  the  District,  but  it  is 
further  polluted  by  the  drainage  from  the  farms  and  piggeries  on  the  West 
side  of  Medlock  Road  and  the  drainage  from  the  farms  and  piggeries  on  the 
East  side  of  Medlock  Road  eventually  finds  its  way  into  the  River  Medlock, 
but  most  of  the  drainage  from  the  house  drains  in  Woodhouses  has  been 
directed  to  the  new  sewer. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Two  Ramillies  20  cu,  yd , , one  Raraillies  25  cu . yd,  compression 
rear  loading-  and  one  10/11  cu  yd  side  loading-  Karner  Refuse  Collection 
Vehicles  are  employed  full  time  on  the  collection  of  refuse.  In  addition, 
one  Karrier  Bantam  side  loading  and  one  Blenheim  11/15  cu . yd.  rear 
loading  Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  are  used  as  spare  vehicles  for  emergen- 
cies and  removal  of  larger  type  refuse. 

A Ramillies  25  cu , yd.  rear  loading  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  was 
placed  on  order  for  delivery  in  1970. 

A special  once-weekly  collection  of  paper  salvage  is  made  from 
certain  shops  and  business  premises,  but  generally  trade  refuse  and  sal- 
vage are  collected  during  the  normal  course  of  the  house  refuse  collection 
service . 

The  personnel  of  the  Department  is  25,  comprising  a foreman,  five 
drivers,  fifteen  refuse  collectors,  two  tip  attendants,  one  rodent  operator 
and  one  paper  baler , 

Refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  8,584  premises  and  a regular 
weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  apart  from  the  holiday  periods. 

A free  collection  of  refuse  too  bulky  to  be  put  into  the  dustbin 
has  been  in  operation  for  some  years  and  has  become  an  essential  service 
885  special  collections  were  made  during  1969. 

The  Council  have  operated  a scheme  for  the  maintenance  of  dustbins 
as  a charge  upon  the  general  rate  fund  since  1st  April,  1949;  830  dust- 

bins were  provided  under  the  scheme  during  the  past  year. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  low-lying  land 
near  Broadway,  adjoining  the  Manchester  Boundary. 

A Bristol  Taurus  tractor  with  a forward  loading  bucket  is  used  to 
control  the  tip,  and  a refuse  collection  vehicle  which  has  been  taken  out 
of  service  is  used  for  conveyance  of  covering  material  excavated  from  the 
old  portion  of  the  tip. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  147  pail  closets,  but  at 
the  end  of  the  year  these  had  been  reduced  to  36.  The  pails  are  emptied 
weekly  by  one  of  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  to  which  is  attached  a trailer 
tank  for  the  purpose. 

The  tank  is  emptied  in  the  Council  yard  into  a manhole  connected  to 
the  main  sewer. 


15  tons  2 cwts.  2 qtrs.  of  Mixed  Waste  Paper  was  collected  during  1969 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  (Continued) 

and  realised  the  sum  of  £121  Os,  Od . Also,  1 cwt.  3 qtrs.  0 lbs,  of 
non-ferrous  metal  was  sold  and  realised  the  sum  of  £5  10s.  Od. 

A Karrier  Yorkshire  Diesel  engined  1000  gallons  capacity  combined 
gully  and  cesspit  emptier  is  used  for  the  regular  and  efficient  cleansing 
of  street  gullies.  Cesspools  are  emptied  on  request. 

Street  Cleansing  is  carried  out  with  a Johnston  Suction  Sweeper 
supplemented  by  2 street  orderlies. 


ABANDONED  AND  UNWANTED  MOTOR  CARS 


43  old  motor  cars  were  removed  and  disposed  of  during  the  year. 


FARMS  AND  SWILL  BOILING  PLANTS 


Thirtyfive  inspections  were  made  to  14  Waste  Food  Boiling  Plants 
registered  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957. 

Although  there  is  a distinctive  smell  from  intensive  pig  rearing 
establishments  and  swill  boiling  plants,  which  at  times  is  very  prominent, 
in  general  there  has  been  very  little  cause  for  serious  complaint. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  are  no  Licenced  sites  within  the  District  but  there  has  been 
some  movement  of  caravans  into  the  District  during  the  year,  settling  on 
one  unauthorised  site  without  water,  drainage  or  sanitary  accommodation 
of  any  kind  and  consequently  causing  serious  nuisance  and  the  owner  even- 
tually had  to  enforce  their  removal. 

As  caravans  appear  to  have  been  accepted  nationally  as  satisfactory 
permanent  dwellings  for  particular  sections  of  the  community,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  sufficient  suitable  sites  with  all  amenities  will  be  provided 
without  undue  delay  to  avoid  annoyance  and  the  risk  to  the  health  of  the 
general  public. 
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DISINFESTATION 


Eighty  eight  houses  were  treated  with  insecticides  containing  D.D.T, , 
Malathion,  Dieldrin,  Arprocarb  or  Gammaxane , 59  were  infested  with 
Cockroaches „ 


RODENT  CONTROL 


One  trained  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  part-time  on  this  work. 

Great  difficulty  is  still  being  encountered  in  the  extermination  of 
mice  as,  in  Failsworth,  they  are  resistant  to  Warfarin, 

The  South  East  Lancashire  Advisory  Committee  meets  twice  yearly, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Divisional  Pests  Officer;  joint  action  is 
planned  between  representatives  when  necessary.
